A Monarchical Government is that, in 
which the Sovereign governs according to 
the eſtabliſhed Laws of his Kingdom, as in 
France, &c. An Ariſtocratical Government 
is that, which is veſted in the Hands of the 
moſt conſiderable Perſons of the State, as 
at Venice &c. A Democratical Government 
is placed in the Hands of the People or of 
their Deputies, as in Switzerland &c. A 
Mixt Government is that, which partakes 
of any two or more of the fore- mentioned,

Several ſmall 
Iſlands lie diſperſed in the Ocean between the 
Coaſt of Guinea and the 'Tropic of Capricorn, 
the chief whereof are Fernando-Po, Prince's 
Iſland, S. Thomas, Annobon, S. Matthew, 
Aſcenſion Ifland and S. Helen. The fix firſt 
belong to the Portugueſe, and S. Helen to 
the Engliſh.

of the heavenly Bodies. The moſt celebrated 
is the Solar Syſtem, which Pythagoras, 
Philolaus and other ancient Philoſophers 
ſeem to have taught, and is now commonly 
called the Copernican from Nicolas Coper- 
-- Nieus a Native of Thorn in Poliſh Pruſſia, 
W. who chiefly revived it in the fifteenth 
Century. | | ; 
. What Bodies compoſe the Solar Syſtem ? 
A. It is compoſed of the Sun which is the 
Centre of the whole, of the primary and 
fſecondary Planets that revolve round it, 
and of the Comets, | 
„O. What is a Planet? 
A. A Planet is a ſolid opaque celeſtial Body 
moving round the Sun, and enlightened 
by it. It is called a Planet or wandring 
Star in Oppoſition to the other Stars which 
remain fixed. | 
.Q. How many Planets are there? 
A. 1. There are ſix primary Planets moving 
round the Sun at various Diſtances in the 
following Order viz. Mercury, Venus, the 
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Earth, Mars, Jupier and Saturn. The two 
e 


firſt arecalled rior Planets becauſe their 

Orbits are included within that of the Earth; 

and the three laſt are termed ſuperior Pla- 

- nets becauſe being farther diſtant from the 

Sun than the Earth is, they include its 

- Orbit within their own. 2. There are eleven 

ſecondary Planets commonly called Satellites 

or Moons, becauſe they move round ſome 

primary Planet as their own proper Centre, 
While they attend it in its Revolution round 


the Sun. 


Q. How any principal Motions have the 


Planets in Copernican Syſtem? 
A. They have two principal Motions. By 
the firſt they are carried round the Sun in 
a certain Space of Time, and this deter- 
mines the Length of their Year. By theſecond 
they revolve round their own Axis, which 
cauſes the regular Succeſſion of Day and 
Night in them. e 
O. In what Space of Time are theſe Motions 
ormed in each Planet. 
A. 1. Mercury performs its periodical Revo- 
lution in a little leſs than three Months, 
namely in 87 Days, 23 Hours and 16 Mi- 
nutes. This is the neareſt Planet to the 
Sun, and being commonly immerſed in its 
Rays, the Rotation round its Axis, how- 
ever probable, has never been yet obſerved. 
2. Venus the brighteſt of all the Planets fi- 
niſhes her Courſe round the Sun in about 
_ ſeven Months, or in 224 Days, 16 Hours 
and 49 Minutes, and her diurnal Rotation 
round her Axis in 23 Hours. As the Orbit

506 Minutes, during which Space it paſſes ſuc- 
ceſſively under every viſible Part of the Hea- 
vens, which therefore to the Eye appear to 


revolve by a contrary Motion from Eaſt to 


Weſt. This Planet is attended by one Satel- 


lite called the Moon at the Diſtance of about 


240000 Miles from its Centre. The Moon per- 
forms its Courſe round the Earth in 27 Days, 
7 Hours and 43 Minutes.

Q. How is the Rotation round the Axis in 

the Planets aſcertained ? 
A. By the Obſeryation of certain Spots on 
their . Surfaces, which riſing firſt on one 
Edge of the Planet's Diſk move by Degrees 

thro* the Middle to the oppoſite Edge, 
where they diſappear, till they again riſe in 
the ſame Place where they were firſt ob- 
ſerved. This Rotation of the Planets is 
from Weſt to Eaſt. 

Q. Which are the moſt remarkable Poſitions 
of the Planets ? | 

A. Planets from their different Poſitions are 
ſaid to be either in, Conjunction or Op- 
poſition, direct, ſtationary, or retrograde. 

Q. What is meant by the Conjunction and Op- 
poſition of Planets? 

A. Two Planets are in Conjunction, when they 
both corfeſpond to the ſame Sign of the Zo- 
diac; in which Caſe the inferior of the two lies 

between the Sun and the ſuperior. They are 

in Oppoſition, when they correſpond to op- 
poſite Signs of the Zodiac, one for Inſtance 
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to Aries, the other to Libra; in which Caſe 
the Sun is between them both. 
Q. What is meant by the direct, ſtationary , 
and retrograde Poſition of Planets ? 
A. A Planet is in a direct Poſition when it 


appears to advance from Weſt to Eaſt ac- 


_ cording to the Order of the Signs, as from 


Aries to Taurus, to Gemini &c. which is 


its only real and true progreſſive Motion. 


A Planet is ſtationary when for a conſide- 


rable Time together it appears in the ſame 
Point of the Heavens. 


A Planet is retrograde when it ſeems to 
go back from Eaſt to Weſt contrary, to 


the Order of the Signs. The Retrogradations 
of the ſuperior Planets are wing to the 


greater Velocity of the Earth, which over- 


* taking and paſſing them makes them ap 
to us to go back; whereas thoſe of the in- 
ferior Planets ariſe from their Velocity being 


greater than that of the Earth, which makes 


© them overtake and paſs the Earth, and ſo 
. ſeem to us to return back again contrary 


to the Order of the Signs. 


What are the Comets? 


They are large heavenly Bodies moving 
round the Sun in Orbits vaſtly eccentrical, 
which extend, as Aſtronomers have diſeo- 
vered, far beyond the planetary Spaces. 


Their Number is not known, but their perio- 
dical Revolutions are regular and uniform 


as thoſe of other heavenly Bodies. 
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the Moon and the Tides. 

Q. Ow are the various Phaſes of the 

| Moon explained? 

A. The Moon, as has been ſaid , moves round 

the Earth in the Space of nearly twentyeight 

Days. When therefore it is in Conjunction 

with the Sun, that is, between the Sun 
and the Earth, it is inviſible to us, the 
enlightened Hemiſphere being turned to 
the Sun; and it is then called new Moon. 
As it recedes from the Sun, firſt a ſmall. 
Ridge of the illumined Half appears in the 
Shape of Horns, which gradually encreaſes 
till it is about go Degrees diſtant from the 
Sun , where Half of the illumined Side 
appears to View, and then the Moon is 
in the Quadratures and is called Half Moon. 
It continues increafing till it be in Oppoſi- 
tion with the Sun, that is till the Earth 
be between it and the Sun, and then it 
ſhines on us with a full Orb, and is called 
full Moon. After full Moon we loſe Sight 
of the enlightened Part in the ſame Propor- 
tion in which it increaſed. + 
Q. At what Time of the Day does the Moon 
"riſe and ſet on the Horizon? 

A. New Moon riſes and ſets with the Sun; 
full Moon riſes when the Sun ſets, and foto 
When it riſes. Hence it is eaſy to conceive. 

that the Moon riſes and ſets later every Day ; 

and as it daily moves in its Orbit about 

13 Degrees, it becomes daily more eaſterly 

by 13 Degrees, to which 52 Minutes of 
ime correſpond. 
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O. Of what Service is the Moon to the Earth? 
A. It reflects the Sun's Beams upon it, and

O. What is meant by the Tides? _ 
A. The Tides are two periodical Motions of

A. 1. The Sea Waters are obſerved to flow 


Motion or Flux the Sea gradua

Heads or Springs. 2. After a continual

A. The Immerſion is when the eclipſed Body 
begins to be darkened and the Emerſion 
when it begins to re-appear. The Duration 
is the Time between the Immerſion and 
Emerſion. The Quantity of an Eclipſg is 
determined by dividing the Diameter of 
the Diſk of the eclipſed Body into 12

ten of theſe Parts are darkened &c. 

Q. Which are the chief Circumſtances of Solar 
Eclipſes? 

A. 1. In a Solar Eclipſe the weſtern Side of 

the Diſk immerges and conſequently emer- 
ges firſt. 2. No Solar Eclipſe is univerſal, 
that is, ſeen throughout the entire 
"Hemiſphere of the Earth, the Moon's 
Shadow being much too ſmall to darken 
it. 3. It does not appear the ſame or hap- 


pen at the ſame Time in all the Places, 


where it is ſeen, but when it is total in 
one Place, it is partial in another and 
appears more early to the weſtern Parts, 
and later to the eaſtern. 4. A Solar Eclipſe 
is ſometimes central without being total, 
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the Sun appearing round the Borders of 

the Moon like a lucid Ring. Theſe are 
called annular Eclipſes. 

O. Which are chief Circumſtances of Lunar 

Eclipſes? Ain | 
A. 1. In Lunar Eclipſes the eaſtern Side of 

the Diſk is that which immerges and con- 

. ſequently emerges firſt. 2. All Lunar Eclip- 
ſes are univerſal, that is, are viſible in all 
Parts of the Globe, which then have the 

Moon above their Horizon. 3. The Moon 
even in a total Eclipſe has uſually a faint
